Soil Survey of Coffee 


County. 


GREENVILLE SANDY LOAM. 
The Greenville sandy loam is 
one of the most produotive upland 
soils in the county. From ats 
dark-brown to reddish-brown sur- 
face it receives the looal name ot 
‘red lands.’’ Tho surface soil is 
a sandy loam to an average depth 
of about 7 or 8 inches, the ranges 
in depth being from 4 to 12 inches. 
The subsoil is a dark-red to brick- 
red friable sandy olay, which bo- 
comes darker in color below 20 or 
24inches. At depths greater than 
5 or 6 foot the sandy olay frequent- 
ly gives way toa lightor textured, 
friable sandy material, which 1p 
gullies rapidly crumbles awhy. 

The essential differences be- 
tween the Greenville sandy loam 
and the Orangeburg sandy loam 
are the darker surface soil and lev- 
el topography of hé former. 
The eubbsoil of the Gresnville 
sandy lo&im is slightly more 
plastic when wet, and qeepér in 
colok than thé Orangeburg aub- 
soil. 

The average analysie of this 
type shows it to be tor the mood 
parte medium sandy loam, bus 
looal variations ovér email areas 
exhibit cobsiderable differsness 
in the ratio of fine and coarse 
materials.
